The IRA is a proposed $10 
“tuition” added to the enrollment fees 
now paid by students. The IRA was 
first introduced by the state legislature 
and has been recommended to the 
California State Board of Trustees by 
a Chancellor's office task force. The 
Student Presidents Association(SPA 
voted their opposition to the IRAina 
meeting held here last week 

If the IRA is instituted, the $10 will 
be used to fund many of the same 
programs now funded by the ASI, 
such as the marching band, theatre 
arts and men’s and women’s athletics 
This does not mean, however, that 
student activity fees will be reduced, or 
that those programs considered for 
IRA funds will necessarily get more 
money. In effect. students could be 
paying $40 a year for the same 
programs they are now paying $20 a 
year, and the university's ad- 
ministration would be managing 
many of these programs 

The ultimate effect of the IRA 
could be the disbanding of the As- 


Ford thinks that with the decline in 
today’s feminist movement, women’s

“Women's status will not improve 
unless women themselves demand 
change,” Ford said, like a voice from

Credit Union and the Tamareck 
Health and Sports Center 

The credit union should be com- 
pleted in June. According to Mrs 
Huntley, branch supervisor, “the 
building is for CTA members and 
their families. We expect 6.000 or 
more accounts.” Members have to 
have a teaching credential, and ac- 
tually be working 

Murchison Construction began 
earthwork in December for the 
$600,000 structure. It will corner the 
Coilege Town intersection. “There 
will be two driveways.” said Jim 
Partee, superintendent of construc- 
tion. “ome on Hornet Dr, the other on 
College Town Dr.” He doesn’t think 
this complex will interfere with traffic 
conjestion 

The building will be low profile, 
surrounded by a burm of dirt 

The recreation center will be 
located on Hornet Dr. near US $0 and 
Howe Ave. It is a 7'4 acre facility, be 
ing in the planning stages since July 

The two story complex isa result of 
an extensive study, looking at the 
area’s rec needs plus being easily 
accessible to the metropolitan populus 

there are many transportation 
routes nearby The study also 
concerned other sumilar facilities in 
the West and people's habits 

Construction begins in mid 
summer and scheduled completion ts 
8-10 months 

It will house 1&8 handball - racquet- 
ball courts, 6 tennis courts, two out 
side paddie - tennis courts, an indoor 
squash court. 25 meter swimming 
pool « mile indoor track, two 
volleyball pits, an outdoor basketball 
court and physical conditioning 
rooms for men and women 

Also planned is a sporting good 
shop lounge restaurant banquet 
rooms, a day - care room and a card 
game and arcade area 

Said Jim Veliema of Donner 
Financial, inc., “Half the capacity will 
be used by owner - members. while the 
other half will be for the general 
public” Membership rates have not 
been set vet. There is the possibility of 
cague - play in the future 

Veilema figures the prime - time 
hours of use will be early morning 
lunch and from 4-9 p.m. The primary 
entrances are on Folsom Blvd 

The business facility will be located 
directly across from Catlége Town 
Apartments. According to Ron Wat- 
kins of R. W_ Properties, Inc 
“Presently 20 per cent of the building 
has been leased ” Leasing is “open,” 
divided to fit each tenant's needs 

Construction began in mid 
December. and is scheduled for May 
completion. Watkins hopes there will 
he college - oriented businesses 

He doesn't think there will be a 
traffic problem because business 
hours are an hour after the morning 
rush 

Watkins also owns property at the 
intersection corner, across from the 
redit union. He is leasing the land 


There are no detimite plans, but he 


plans to have something there withina 
year 
Planned unit development for 
College Town has changed since Oct 
1976. The City Planning Commission 
recommended to the City Council that 
ere be rezoning for the credit union 
The schematic plan designated there 
he a food and entertainment area 
With the planning of the credit union, 
Watkins decided to change it to a 
business area 
Ted Nunnis, city traffic technician, 
said according to a May report over 
7,000 incoming outgoing cars pass 


through the College Town intersec 
tion in a 24 hour period. During the 


morning rush (incoming westbound) 
2i cars per minute compared to the 
evening's outgoing of 17.5 make their 
way through the intersection 


Traffic isn’t a major problem yet, 
but with added business growth it sure 
isn't going to improve 


Richard Folkers, city traffic 
engineer, said at the College Town 
Dr Jed Smith Dr. intersection they 
plan to make some geometric changes 
There is a proposal to relocate the 
American River Water Treatment 
driveway. Instead of its present 
location, near the intersection, it will 
be moved 300 or 400 feet north of 
College Town Dr, shifting it toward 


the Department of Fish and Game 
The problem is that outgoing water 

treatment personnel are finding it 

hard to cross on to College Town Dr 


Folkers said, “We do foresee a 
signal light at Jed Smith and College 
Town within two or three years, or as 
the demand becomes greater.”

The urgency bill, AB-18, originally 
introduced by Herschel Rosenthal, D 
- Los Angeles, was set to go into effect 
on Jan. t, 1978. Sister legislation, SB- 
32. introduced by David Robert: 
Democratic floor leader in the Senate 
Was aiso Slated to go into effect on the 
first of next vear This allowed a nine 
month lapse in the price tag re- 
yuirement 

To prevent this lapse AB-I8 was 
amended March 2 to take effect 
mmediatcly upon passage and expire 


Jan. |. when SB-32 would become 
effective. The passage of AB-18 will 
allow time for a closer look at what 
items will have to be marked under to 
SB-3) 

A senate concurrent resolution 
SCR-26, has just been introduced to 
accompany SB-322. lpon passage of 
the resolution the Department of 
Agriculture will be required to con 
duct a two month survey on what 
tems were priced in the old manner on 
Jan. |. The pricing of these products 
must continue under SB-32 

Reportedly, the resolution comes 
4s a result of pressure from the grocery 
ndustry and controversy over what 
tems should be marked However. the 
grocery industry is now supporting the 
egisiation 

Besides the resolution. another 
alteration in the senate bil! states that 
civil actions over violations of this iaw 
would be brought by district or city at 
tornevs in the name of the people of 
the State of California. The bill 
formerly permitted any person to br- 
ing an action to recover damages 

Under SB-32. a failure to have a 
Clearly readable price marked on 12 
individual items of the same product 
would result in a fine of from $25 to 
$500. Also, every 12 add tional items 
not priced. and each day the violations 
continue, would constitute additional 
fines 

Both bills are enjoying at least one 
clear indication of popularity 26 
legislators have added their names as 
co - authors and introducers of the 
perspective laws.
